FIRE IN COLLEGE; 
‘HOSPITAL PANIC. 


School in Flames During 
a Sharp Storm at 
Midnight. 


SICK ARE CARRIED OUT. 


Patients in Adjoining West Side 
Refuge Are Forced - to 
Find Shelter Else- 
where. 


WOMEN CRY AND SCREAY. 


Blaze Restricted to Upper Floors, 
Where It Started—Mowey Loss 
- $30,000, but Lives May 

Be Sacrificed, 


BUSY DAY FOR CHIEF MUSHAM. 


William H. Musham's first day as Chief 
of the Chicago Fire department was one of 
strenuous and unremitting activity. Includ- 
ed among the events of the day were one 
big afternoon blaze down-town and one 
spectacular fire at midnight—the partial 
burning of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, with a panic in the West Side 
Hospital, which stands alongside of the col- 
lege building. 

A lightning bolt attending an electrical 
storm which passed over the city just before 
midnight was the cause of the fire in the 
college building. The stroke descended into 
the midst of the colony of hospitals and eol- 
leges at Wood and Harrison streets, and 
during the panic which ensued more than 
half a hundred suffering persons were car- 
ried from the wards of the West Side insti- 
tution out into a driving rain-storm. 


Bolt Strikes the Dome. 

The bolt struck the dome of the college 
building which stands at 813 West Harrison 
street, and soon the upper portions of the 
five-story structure were in flames. The 
college was only a few feet removed from 
the West Side Hospital, and the glare of the 
flames soon aroused the nurses and the sixty- 
three patients tenanted there. 

When the fire had been extinguished it was 
said that the praperty loss would be less 
than $30,000, but it is feared that human 
lives may yet be added to the cost, as the 
excitement and exposure may be disastrous 
to some of the tnvalids. Most of the patients 
were at once installed in the County Hospital, 
although some of them were taken to the 
Presbyterian and some to their homes. 

When the bolt of lightning struck the roof 
of the college building C. H. Wall, a student, 
who happened to be walking in the street 
opposite the place, saw it. 

At first Wall was stunned. As soon as he 
regained his senses he remembered that 
Cufator White and his wife, both old and ill, 
| were in the basement, where they have sleep- 
ing quarters. 

Wall dashed across the street, broke into 
the basement, and carried Mrs. White out. 
He returned at once and carried the curator 
out. 

Fire Engines Summoned. 

Others in the neighborhood who had heard 
the crash of the lightning had rushed to the 
scene in the meantime. Fire alarms were 


Musham's men arrived a second. alarm was 
sounded. 

Soon thé street was blocked with fire ap- 
paratus, electric cars, and ambulances. 

Chief Musham himself, already having put 
in busy hours extinguishing fires on his first 
day as Superintendent of the department, 
‘soon arrived and took charge of the blaze. 


Plucky Work by Firemen. 
The first water to play upon the burning 
roof came from a hose elevated to the top 
of a ladder on a hook and ladder truck. A 
fireman scrambled to the top of the ladder 
and directed the stream from his high pone 
of vantage. 

Below the truck was moved along the 
street back and forth the length of the burn- 
ing building, giving the best opportunity to 
reach the flames. 

As the fire progressed and it appeared that 
the building would be destroyed, great fear 
Was expressed lest the west wall would fall 
outward upon the West Side Hospital. Al- 
ready the patients were greatly alarmed. 

Firemen entered the hospital dragging a 
line of hose, and the sick women and children 
began to cry and scream. At first the nurses 
in attendance sought to quiet them with as- 
surances of no danger, but the firemen ad- 
vised that the hospital be vacated. Just then 
the hose burst and a flood of water began 
pouring through the wards. 


Nurses to the Rescue. 

Miss Dorsey and Miss Swift were the nurses 
on active duty for the night and they hasten- 
ed to arouse all the other nurses and attend- 
ants who had not already awakened. 

Miss Anna Louise Davis, the head nurse, 


began giving directions for the removal of 


the patients. Internes fromthe County Hos- 
pital came in and said they had room for as 
many as might be sent. 

At this point Warden Healy of the County 
Hospitial appeared on the scene with a dozen 
of his men. Warden Healy was a volunteer 
fireman in his younger days and he warmed 
to the work of rescue. 


Carrying Out the Patients. 
Then the actual removals began. The wa- 
ter was three inches deep on the floor and 
nurses clad only in wrappers and slippers 


went to the patients who had just under- 


gone serious operations, raised mattress, 
patient, and all from the cots and carried 
them down the stairs, groaning, to the patrol! 
wagon, in which they were taken to the 
County Hospital. 

Next two pneumonia patients were covered 
warmly and carried out in the same manner. 
Some of the patients who were convalescent 
were taken to their homes, a nurse accom- 
panying each. 

The shrieks from terror and pain were ap- 
Convalescent women became hyster- 
ical and children begged to be taken out in 
haste, fearing lest they perish in the fire. 
After more than an hour's hard work the 
patients all had been taken out and safely 
laid in bed in other hospitals or at home.

CRISIS IN NEW YORK BANK 


HUSTLING ENABLES SEVENTE NA- 
TIONAL TO PAY $983,000 DEBT. 


Institution in Which Perry Heath and 
His Brother Are Asserted to Exercise 
a Controlling Influence Permits Fa- 
vored Customers to Overdraw and 
Clearing-House Refuses to Come to 
the Rescue—President Resigusa, the 
Money Is Found, and the Bank Saved. 


New York, June 25.—[Special.}]—After the 
street and stock market had been flurried to- 
day with many rumors about the Seventh 
National Bank, it was announced that Will- 
lam H. Kimball had resigned the. Presidency 
of the bank and that Edward R. Thomas, 
son of Director Samuel Thomas, had been 
chosen President. 

It was also announced that the directors 
and stockholders had met and provided ample 
funds for all business purposes of the bank, 
which had,gone to the clearing-house in the 
morning with a debit ce of $983,000, at 
that time not provided f 

The Seventh National Bank is known as 
Perry Heath’s bank. Two years ago Perry 
Heath, former Assistant Postmaster General, 
and his brother, Fletcher Heath, entered the 
directorate, and it has been said that since 
that time they have dominated the institu- 
tion. After their advent the postoffice funds 
were transferred from the Chase National. 
This caused some feeling on the part of other 
banks, and charges of political pull were 
made. The Seventh National still holds all 
or most of the New York postal funds. 

The whole affair made quite a flutter in the 
street. When the Clearing-House committee 
met this morning it developed that the Sev- 
enth National had a debit balance of $983,000 
which it was not prepared to meet. The offi- 
cials of the bank appealed to the clearing- 
house banks for assistance, but this was 
refused. 


ever, and at 2:30 o'clock in the afternoon it 
was Officially announced that the Seventh 
National had met the Indebtedness. It was 
reported on the street that General Samuel 
Thomas had given his check for the money. 
The officers of the Seventh declined to say 
whence came the assistance, and while ad- 
mitting that they had overcertified checks 
for their customers the day before, they de- 
clared that the institution was perfectly sol- 
vent and would continue business as usual. 


Cause of the Crisis. 

The cause of the crisis was overcertifica- 
tion of checks for customers. 

One of the customers that . was 
the Stock Exchange House of Henry Mar- 
quand & Co. Street reports had the amounts 
$1,600,000, but it was denied by bank of- 
ficials that the amount was so large. At the 
same time it was admitted that the over- 
draft of Marquand & Co. was one of these 
that went to make up the total of $983,000. 

What led up to the overdraft of Marquand 
& Co. and why the Clearing-House commit- 
tee did not recommend that the other clear- 
ing-house banks assist the Seventh National 
are matters for Wwhien Wall street Gepended 
on gossip for information. 


Effect on Wall Street. 
Rumors about the Seventh National and 
other institutions having friendly relations 


market broke. St. Paul fell off five points 
and there was a slump to a less extent all 
along the line. 

Rumor said that one other ‘natidnal bank 
was in trouble, and that a trust company 
was also involved. The fact that there was 
a prolonged meeting of the Clearing-House 
committee, at which a large number of 
brokers were present, gave strength to the 
reports and helped to unsettle conditions. 

Toward the close of the day the announce- 
ment that only one bank was affected, and 
that this institution would pull through, 
caused a rally. 


Bank’s Official Statement. 

The official statement issued by the bank 
follows: 

In connection with the rumors afloat con- 
cerning a number of banking institutions, the 
officials of the Seventh National Bank, who 
are among the wealthiest of New York bank- 
ers and financiers, make the following state- 
ment: | 

„The debit balance of the Seventh Na- 
tional Bank .with the clearing-house this 
morning g was $983, 000. This balance was due 
to heavy *chécking on the part of the men 
connected with the several large brokerage 
and banking houses. The directors and 
stockholders of the Seventh National Bank 
convened and at once provided ample means 
for all business purposes. The flurry of the 
moment, occasioned by rumors concerning 
a number of banking and brokerage institu- 
tions, which were probably started for stock 
jobbing purposes, so weighed upon Wililiam’ 
H. Kimball that he tendered his resignation 
as President of the bank and insisted upon its 
| Immediate acceptance. The resignation was 
accepted. 


Bank's Condition Is Sound. 

„„ Mr. E. R. Thomas, who is identified 

with many large railroad interests @nd with 
New York financial institutions, and who is 
a son of General Samuel Thomas, a director 
of the Seventh National Bank and one of its 
heaviest stockholders, was elected Presi- 
dent in his stead. 
»The condition of the Seventh National 
Bank is second to no banking institution in 
its class. Its deposits have grown from 
$1,600,000, less than two years ago, to $6,500,- 
000 at the present time. The bank state- 
ment made on Saturday last showed a cash 
reserve of 21 per cent of the deposits. 

“* During the time rumors were afloat on 
the street concerning the several banks and 
brokerage houses which were attacked today 
the Presidents of a number of the largest 
trust corporations in New York came to the 
Seventh National Bank in person and offered 
to render any financial assistance that we 
might think was necessary. 

„The Seventh National Bank is not con- 
nected, directly or indirectly, with any other 
tinancial institution in New York or else- 
where.“ 


President Kimball Talks. 

Later President Kimball said: 

It is the usual thing among Wall street 
banks to certify checks for their customers 
in the morning. The customers make their 
check good as a rule later in the day. Cer- 
tain customers of ours: failed for a time to 
do: this. We had an unusually large and 
unexpected debit balance and we had to 
hustle to make it good. We did make it 
good and our customete have since made it 

good to us. 

“The bank is in good shape. Of course, 
it’s a strain on a small bank to raise a million 
dollars right on the jump, but we did it our- 
selves without any outside assistance. 1 
don’t care to say where the money came 
from.” 

Bank’s Recent Statement. 

A recent statement of the Seventh Nationa!

WANTS RIGHTS DECLARED 


Union Compauy Disavows Re- 
sponsibility for Bill, but 
Thought to Be Back

MAYOR WELCOMES THE STEP 


The Union -Traetion company came out 

into the open yesterday and in the name of 
Wiliam L. Elkins of Philadelphia started 
two suits in the United States Circuit Court 
by which it hopes to establish its claim of 
right to operate all its lines in Chicago until 
1057 on the North Side and 1960 on the West 
whether the city grants it any more fran- 
chises or not. 
The company bases its claim on the act 
of the Legislature in 1865 extending the pre- 
viously granted twenty-five-year. charters 
to ninety-nine years. The company contends 
that this grant of ninety-nine years not only 
applies to the lines then in existence, but to 
all which have been built since under fran- 
chises from the City Council. Although the 
origina! charter provided that only “‘ ani- 
mal power should be used in hauling cars 
the company now thinks the permissions 
afterwards given by the City Council to 
change this power to cable and electricity 
apply to the original ninety-nine-year char- 
ter. 

Incidegtal to the suits the plaintiff asks 
that the city be enjoined from attacking its 
right to operate under the old charter either 
by declaring its frarichises void, by using 
physical force to prevent it from running 
cars, or byg granting any other persons or 


cars on the streets the company now oc- 
cupies. 
No Temporary Injunctions Asked. 

No temporary or préliminary injunctions 
are asked in the bills. They are in the nature 
of bills to determine rights or quiet titles 
and are not in form petitions for writs of 
injunction, except that if the court should 
find the company entitled to the rights it 
claims then injunctions to restrain the city 
from tnterfering with them would naturally 
follow. Also if the suits are not determined 
before June 30, 1908; when the city claims 
the company’s main franchises expire, then 

injunctions probably would be asked to re- 
the city from interfering With the al- 
leged rights of the company until the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, to which 
they will ultimately go, has passed on them. 

On their face the two bills aré brought by 
William L. Elkins of Philadéiphia, a stock- 
holder in both.the West and North Side com- 
panies, now leased by the Unién Traction 
company. The Union.Traction company, the 
Chicago West Division company, the West 
Chicago Street railway company, the North 
Chicago railway company, and the North 
Chicago Street railway company are all 
made défendants as well as the City of Chi- 


There is also an avérment in the bills that 
Elkins, who is one of the Elkins-Widener 
syndicate, had previously applied to the 
Boards of Directors of the two companies 
and asked them to file the bills, but they had 
refused, and so he, as an individual stock- 
holder, had been compelled to do so to pro- 
tect his rights. The directors and officers 
of the Union Traction company alse took 
particular pains yesterday to declare they 
had nothing to do with the suits, and dis-. 
couraged them as being impolitic, but Mr. 
Elkins had insisted on bringing them, 


Reason in Having Elkins Plaintiff. 
The reason for this, however, is that had 
the suits been brought by the companies 
themselves, they being residents of Illinois, 
the suits must have been heard in the State 
courts, Mr. Elkins, however, being a resi- 
dent of Philadelphia, could bring them in 
the United States Court, and it was on this 
account that when Director Eckels of the 
Union Traction company sad some days 
ago the suits would be brought President 
Roach promptly denied that the Union Trac- 
tion company had any such intention. 

As was stated in Tue TRIBUNE last March 
when it made the first announcement that 
such proceedings were in contemplation, 
opinions were obtained from some of the 
leading lawyers of the country as to the 
rights of the company, and such men as 
John F. Dillon of New York City, ex-Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison, and others were 
consulted. The bills filed yestérday were 
drawn by John S. Miller and Henry Craw- 
ford of Chicago, but they had the ald of 
briefs furnished by the lawyers mentioned. 


Two Bills Practically Alike. 

The two dills are practically the same. 
except as the histor} of the West and North 
Side companies differ. The law points 
urged are, however, identical. It is stated 
that in 1858 the North Side company was 
incorporated by the State Legislature, then 
working under the old constitution, and in 
1861 the West Side company, the franchise 
of each being for twenty-fiye years. Then, 
in 1865, the Legislature extended the life 
of these companies to ninety-nfne years 
each from the time of their incorporation. 

Tracks were laid and cars run in accord- 
ance. with these grants, the motive power 
being animal, as provided in the charter, 
and from time to time permission was ob- 
tained from the City Council to lay tracks 
on new streets not occupied at the time of 
the passing of the act of 1865. Finally, in 
1883, this originally twenty-five-year: grant 
expired and, although the companiés 
claimed the right to continue until 1957 and 
1960 under the ninety-nine-year grant the 
city disputed, and finally an agreement was 
made whereby the city extended all existing 
franchises twenty years on condition of the 
companies paying $50 a car license fee where 
formerly they had paid but $25. 

Then, in 1886, permissior was granted the 
companies to substitute cable for horse 
power on a number of their lines, and in 
consideration of this the companies built 


and turned them over to the city. After- 
wa permission was given the companies 
by the Council to use electricity, and for 
this $100,000 was paid by the West Side com- 
pany and $75,000 by the North Side company. 
New franchises also were granted.

ACCIDENT IN INDIANA. 


Hospital Train Conveys Living 
Victims to Peru, Where, It

Peru, Ind., June 26, 3 a m.—[Special.}— | 
The west-bound Wabash passenger train 
which left here at 11:30 Tuesday night ran 
into a washout near Cass Station, eight 
miles from this. city. Seventeen passen- 
gers are known to have been killed, and prob- 
ably fifty more were injured. The list of 
dead may be swelled when the search of the 
ruins is contpleted. 

The train consisted: of nine cars, two of 
them sleepers, and only two remained on the 
track. It is believed that every passenger on 
the cars that ‘went into the ditch was either 
killed or injured, as the train was going at 
full speed. 


Few Victims Identified. 
The name of only two of the victims who 


were killed can be secured now, and they are: 
FUHLYNE, MISS FANNY, of New York.

Injured Taken to Peru. 
The relief train that was sent from Peru

Story Told in Court. 

The resultant bigamy case was tried be- 
fore Judge Smith in the Criminal Court. Just 
What satisfaction Klein got out of his dual 
Ute did not develop during the hearing. He 
had so much work to do that he had little 
time to spend with either wife. He had to 
exeuse himself for being away from home all 
day and part of the night. Then he had to 
excuse himself in each of his homes for spend- 
ing some of these much shortened nne 

elsewhere. 

After Klein was indicted he decided that he 
could get along with one wife, and chose wife 
No. 1. He offered to get a divorce.from No. 2, 
but she would not have it so. If she could 
not have her husband she wished no one else 
to have him, and so Klein is lost to both 
wives, both homes, and both positions. Both 
wives have lost a salary. 

The testimony in court showed that Klein 
married Mary H. Panoch on Nov. 13, 1898, 
and that two years later, on Der. 6, 1900, he 
married Olga Saistrum at Hammond, Ind., 
under the name of Kent. He took his second 

wife to a different location from that in which 
his other wife lived, then found a printing 
plant which operated at night, and as 
“Kent” worked there. He made himself 
two men as nearly as he was able. 


Contrast in Wives. 
The first wife, 
street, had two children. She found it fairly 
easy to live on a salary of $25 a week and 
was contented. Klein's explanation that he 
had to do extra work nights was satisfactory 
to her. The second wife was more or less 
willing to have her husband work hard, be- 
cause he said it would mean something bet- 
ter for them in the future. She could not 
understand how he could spend so much 
time at work and not get better wages than 
$10 a week. This amount proved so small 
to live on that she was forced to make an 
investigation. 
When his duplicity was uncovered Klein 
pleaded guilty to the charges against him, 
was sentenced to the penitentiary, and fined 


one dollar.

Recently the university 
obtained a lease on the college and all ot its 
equipment for twenty-five years.

The blaze was in the paint 
and varnish warehouse of the Devoe & Ray- 
nolds company, 176 Randolph street, and 
was the most threatening of any recent 
down-town fire. | 

Chief Musham called for another detail of 
engines and pipemen, and succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the flames only after a spectacu- 
lar fight in which the firemen were lost to 
sight in clouds of smoke from the inflam-

SHIPPERS FIGHT. 
-RAIL COMBINES, 


Preparing to Show the Inter- 
state Commission IIle- 
Acts. 


PUTTING UP THE RATES. 


Concerted Shifting of Classifica- 
tion Declared to Make Ad- 
vance of 30 Per Cent. 


MAY APPLY TO CONGRESS. 


Prominent Western merchants, all heavy 
shippers of merchandise, are preparing to 
call to account before the Interstate Com- 
merce commission the heads of the various 
railroad combinations and the community- 
of-interest '’ alliances of the trunk lines of 
the country. 

Charges are made that, following these 
movements of consolidation, freight rates 
have been advanced from 30 to 50 per cent 
through quiet and organized manipulation of 
the various classifications of commodities. 
Merchandise formerly in clase 4 has been 
placed under class 2, with a consequent in- 
crease of 30 per cent in shipment charges, 
and so on through the voluminous tabulated 
classifications of all commodities. 

All this has been contrary to the interstate 
commerce law, it is charged, but it has been 
carried on under cover. There have been no 
embarrassing hitches in the scheme because 
„of the community-of-interest alliances 
of the lines covering various sections of ter- 
ritory. In this way, the contention is raised, 
the various roads have been enabled to show 
large increases in their earnings despite a 


| falling off in ti volume of traffic. 


. Want a New Federal Law. 

Behind the movement to attack this 
scheme of freight advances by applying to 
the Interstate Commerce commission for re- 
lief lies the plan for a still more vigorous 
blow. The complainants intend to press a 
demand that Congress shall take a hand in 
forcing the formation of a uniform classi- 
fication of freight which shall be effective 
on every railroad in the United States. 

Freight tariffs, to all outward appear- 
ances, have not been materially advan in 
consequence of these combination move- 
ments,“ said a wholesale grocer last night, 
but during the last six months the rail- 

ads, nevertheless, have managed to boost 
‘tariffs from one-third to one-half on almost 
all the important commodities. This has 
been accomplished by changes in the classi- 
fications of freight by the various traffic 
associations throughout the country. The 
unvarying result of every change has been 
to advance rates. The means used was in- 
nocent enough, but it resulted in swelling 
railway earnings heavily end was the effect 
of a concerted movement.“ 


Several Suits Brought in Vain. 
For some months shippers and merchants 
have been complaining of the continued shift- 
ing of rates. Several suits have been brought

MURDERER DOES HIS WORE 
WHILE IDLE CROWD LOOKS ON. 


He Carries Her from House Near Chan- 
nel and Close to Lockport Huris Her 
Inte Stream, Waits Till Last Strug- 
gles Are Over, Then Makes Escape— 
Sanitary Policeman Seeks Vainly to 
Save Victim, Onloockers Refusing 
Any Assistance, 


A burly, muscular man running toward the. 
old canal with a screaming woman in his 


knew instinctively the man's purpose and 
who made no effort to interfere; a policeman 
of the sanitary district 400 feet away and 
trying vainly to reach the woman; then a 
swing of the man’s arms, and barbaric gen- 


| geance had been executed. 


While the spectators lined the bank of the 
canal and watched the woman's dying strug- 
gies in the water the murderer stood and 
watched the bubbles coming to the surface. 
The policeman reached the bank. He had 
his choice of capturing the man or attempt- 
ing to: save the woman. He chose the latter 
course, and the murderer and the crowd 
watched him. No one offered assistance and 
the policeman; try as he might, could not 
save her. Then the murderer turned and left, 
the policeman still trying to reach the victim. 


Murderer Makes His Escape. 
Charles White, the murderer, made his es- 
cape. The Lockport police think he is in 
Clinton, Ia., where he is known to have 
friends. Georgia Page, the woman, was not 
taken from the canal until she was dead. 
W. A. Dail, the sanitary policeman, fecov- 
ered her body after White had escaped. 
In the little colored settlement near Lock- 
port, where White and Georgia Page lived, 
the woman was regarded as the man’s wife. 
She was the best looking woman along the 
canal, he the strongest man and acknowl- 
edged ruler of the settlement. 

They quarreled frequently because of his 
jealousy, and on Monday night the man had 
been worked into a furious anger. The 
woman had made preparations to leave the 
cabin, and he learned of it before she could 
make her escape. All during the evening the 
noise of their fighting was heard. The 
neighbors were attracted by it, but none had 
the courage or the disposition to interfere. 

It was nearly midnight when the door of 
the cabin was opened suddenly and White 
steped out with the struggling woman held 
tightly in his arms. He walked swiftly to 
the edge of the canal, a short distance away. 
A crowd followed him, and no threats of his 
were necessary to show his purpose. 

Throws Her Over the Bank. 

When he reached the edge of the water he 
tore the woman’s arms from their clutch on 
his clothing, swung back his arms, and 
threw her over the bank. Her cries re- 
doubled as she struck the water, but the 
spectators stood impassive and watched her 
dying struggles. White’s reputation among 
them was not one to encourage interference 
with his plans of vengeance. 

Policeman Dail reached the scene while 
they stood ‘watching the struggle in the 
water. He shouted for assistance to rescue 
the woman and arrest the man. Not a man 
on the bank moved to help him. White 
gave no-attention to the policeman, but 
waited to see his vengeance completed. 

Dall, without help, tried to prevent the 
murder rather than to arrest the murderer. 
He vainly hunted for a board, a rope, or 
anything with which he could reach the 


the purpose of his vengeance and had hurled 
her into midstream. The policeman had not 
been able to reach the canal quick enotigh, 
and the struggle in the water was nearly over 
when he arrived. 

As White saw the woman sink the last 
time and saw the bubbles come to the top 
and then stop coming, he knew that his 
vengeance was accomplished. With the 
policeman still watching for the woman to 
come. to the surface again he turned and 
pushed the spectators aside. No one stopped 
his going, and soon he was lost in the dark- 
ness. 
, Search City All Day. 

Dall, finding that the woman was beyond 
help, sent a report ot Marshal Coen of the 
sanitary police, and search was made at 
once for the murderer. A description was 
sent to the Chicago police and detectives 
hunted for him through the city yesterday. 
As soon as it became daylight the body of the 
woman was found. It was taken to Cham- 
berlain’s undertaking establishment at Lock- 
port. 

In the opinion of the police no murder in 
Chicago has been accomplished by such 
merely brute methods, none so primitive in 
its savagery and barbarism.

At 
the invitation of the King he was present, 
with Henry White of the American Embassy, 
at the inspection of the Yeoman of the Guard 
and the distribution of medals at Marlbor- 
ough House in the afternoon. Later the King 
received them in audience in the Indian 
room. Owing to the fact that the court is in 
mourning the proceedings were of a semi- 
private nature. 

Ambassador Choate also gave a luncheon 
in Speaker Henderson's honor. Among the 
guests were Sir Michael Hicks Beach, Lord 
Strathcona, Earl Roberts, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, Lord Pauncefote, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell Bannerman, Speaker Gully, Mr. A. J. 
Balfour, Mr. John Morley, and Secretary 
Brodrick. 

Speaker Henderson later in the day was 
a guest of Parliament. With a son of Speaker 
Gully he occupied a seat in the diplomatic 
gallery of the House of Commons and after- 
wards, accompanied by Ambassador Choate, 
he visited the House of Lords. In the latter 
he listened to a full dress debate on the army 
reorganization bill, in which the Duke of 
Bedford and Lord Dunraven urged an 
amendment giving the British soldier more 
pay by better rations. 

Mr. Henderson has been received in London 
with exceptional cordiality and is fairly over- 
whelmed with invitations and courtesies. 


) Inspection of the Guard. 

The King's inepection of the Yeomen of 
the Guard in the gardens of Marlborough 
House, at which Speaker Henderson was 
present, was a bright and pictu ue func- 
tion with a full muster of that historic court 
guard. The last inspection of the Yeomen 
by Queen Victoria was one of the proudest 
memories of the/Vveterans of the Guard, and 
the King is on following in his mother’s 
footsteps in singling them out for special 
recognition and honor. The Yeomen had 
little to do during the closing years of the 
last reign, but they are now fully employed 


in the stage management of every Surt 
function. 


Darl Russell Is Indicted. 

The bigamy charge against Earl Russell 
Was submitted to the grand jury in the Cen- 
tral Criminal Court yesterday and the jury 
found a true bill against him. : 

The Recorder announced that notice of the 
indictment would be forwarded to the House 
of Lords, in order that the Earl might be 
tried by his peers: 

Unless the Earl chooses to waive his privi- 
lege, and he is allowed to do so, the Lords 
High Steward is under obligation to take 
action in the case and remove it by certiorari 
from the ordinary courts, but the defense’s 
plea for a delay for the purpose of obtaining 
evidence from America will probably be 
granted, and Earl Russell be admitted to 
bail, as was done in the Cardigan case. 

A jury of the peers is the most remarkable 
one known to criminal law. The panel in- 
cludes the entire House of Lords, from 
Junior Barons to Bishops and Princes of the 
royal house. Every peer having a right to 
take part in thé ordinary business can pre- 
gent himself as a juror in this bigamy case 
and be exempt from challenge. A bare ma- 
jority of these unsworn jurors will suffice to 
determine the guilt or innocence of a brother 
peer and the precise bearings of American 
divorce practice on the obligations of mar- 
riage in England. 


Baldwin Starts Today. 

Captain Baldwin is at the Hotel Cecil com- 
pleting preparations for his arctic expedi- 
tion. He visited the American Embassy 
yesterday, and was full of confidence in the 
‘success of his daring enterprise and well sat- 
isfied with his equipment and supplies. He 
will leave London for Dundee on Wednes- 
day night, and will start northward on 
Thursday. He will pick up the chartered 
supply ship Fridthjof at Tromsoe, and will 
then go to various points in the White Sea 
and embark 400 dogs. Afterward he will go 
to Franz Josef land on a hunting expedition 
until his ship America joins the Fridthjof.

Work Given the Jarmen Yesterday 
Shows That Coaches Believe Their 
Proteges Are Fit and Mean to Keep 

‘Them So—Crimson Supporters Better 

“Pleased: with Their. Chances than 
Last Week—Elis Do Not Show Same 
Improvement,

Harvard Quarters, New London, Conn., 
June 25.—[Speécial.]—Harvard and Yale are 
just about fit for their four-mlle race, which 
is to be rowed at suntzet on Thursday evening. 

The way in which the coaches have handigd 
their protégés today shows that the two 
rivals have had just about all the work they 
can stand and still be at their best when they 
pull their shirts over their heads and wait 
for the crack of the pistol that will send them 
down the river on Thursday evening. 

It is a case now of simply “ keeping them 
on edge until the minute for which they 
have been in training for many weeks. For 
this reason, and because it has been another 
hot day, no one of the eight crews in the rival 
camps has been worked hard today. 

The rowing of the two varsity eights, how- 
ever, was good. Of course there have been 
no time trials of any length and the stretches 
have been short, but the exhibition of row- 
ing seen on the Thames today has warmed 
the hearts of those who wear the crimson or 
the blue. 

Perhaps the ane men have left a little 
more pleased than their Eli rivals. Tale 
came here early and began to improve early. 
The result is it was rowing well in the first 
week of Harvard's practice on the Thames, 
which was decidedly discouraging to Mr. 
Storrow and others who came here to coach 


the crimson eight. But about Thursday of 


last week Harvard began to show signs of 
improvement, so that in the four-mile time 
row on Saturday evening, although the watch 
showed nearly twenty-three minutes for the 
distance, it was an encouraging trial for the 


crimson.

Their rowing today has-been the best they 
have ever done.

There are still individual faults, the most 
fatal to speed being the lightness with which 
one or two men row. Most of them get their 
blades well buried in the water and so do 
their share of pushing the boat, but two of 
them row shallow and do not begin to help 
the crew as much as their strength will allow 


them tf they get over this fault. 


In today’s starts with the freshmen. Stroke 
Bancroft set a 36 clip for a third of a minute, 
and then eased down to 32 and 33. This is 
Harvard's best pace, and when rowing it to- 
day the boat traveled well. : 

Harvard's crew is beautifully together 
now, and when the eight_.backs come up and 
the legs go down after the catch the boat 
makes a tremendous jump. Today, too, 
there was less recoil of the shell at the re- 
cover, and the spacing was good. A little 
more improvement and a little more smooth- 
ness in the waist of the boat will make Har- 
vard a formidable crew and a hard one to 
beat by Thursday night.

Yale Quarters, New London, Conn., June 
25.—[Special.]—Yale’s rowing today was not 
noticeably better than on other days, because 
the Elis for ten days have been smoother to 
look at tran the Cambridge men. They get 
a beautiful catch on the water and pull a long 
sweep through, with rather more evenness 
than Harvard shows. The Yale men, too, 
have learned how to use their legs with tell- 
ing effect.

WEST VIRGINIA OFFICIALS MAKE 


Most Conservative Calculations of the 
Loss of Life in the Elkhorn Valley 
Flood at Half a Hundred—Many More 
Are Missing and May Have Been 
Swept Away—Property Loss Will Be 
Heavy, Especially to Railroads and 
Coal Companies. :

Bluefield, W. Va., June 28.— The West Vir- 
ginia flood situation has not many new de- 
velopments, but: it is authentically stated 
that the lose of life has deen greatly. over- 
estimated. ae. 

The most conservative estimate obtainable 
places the loss of life somewhere nedr fifty, 
a greater part of whom are colored miners 
and their families.. A great many more are 
missing and are supposed to have been swept 
away. 

The Norfolk and Western railway company 
will lose, at a conservative estimate $2,500,- 
000, not taking into. consideration the delay 
to traffic, etc. Its double track is practically 
washed away for a distance of six miles, 
and at least 3,500 men are at work day and 
night restoring the line. : 

The loss to the coal operators. will reach 
about $400,000, outside of the delay at the 
mines in loading, ete. The loss by private 
parties is heavy and cannot be estimated 
at this time. It is thought it will reach the 


It is said there that the coal fields will not 
be able to ship any coal for the next thirty 
days. The coal trade will suffer almost in- 
calculable loss as a result of the washed out 
tracks and damages to machinery. 

A man arriving in this city today from 
the stricken. section gives as am explanation 
of the report first circulated that great 
masses of human bodies were to be seen 
floating around in the water, that there is a 
gtaveyard between North Fork Junction 
and Keystone, which towns are about a mile 
apart, and at which point the storm was 
severe.

Bristol Bay a Good Field.

tol Bay, offers the best inducements. There 
are already a number of canneries on Bristol 
Bay, all of which are doing well, and last 
year packed a maximum amount of fish for 
which they were equipped. There has never 
yet been any lack of fish there, they are 
easily and cheaply taken in enormous num- 
bers, and the quality is uniformly better than 
the fish that are taken farther south. 


There is no lack of confirmation of Mr. 


Bales’ opinion that the cannery business 
offers the best inducements to the investor. 


J. W. Godwin of this city has devoted much 


of his time recently to the investigation of 
the cannery business as carried on in Alaska. 
and he declares it to be the most profitable 
and sure investment now open to capital. 


The government inspectors who have been 


sent to Alaska each season for the last two 
or three years have all reported the industry 
to be enormously profitable, and the supply 
of fish in no danger of being depleted under a 
proper system of governmental protection, 
regulation, and propagation. 


Alaska was the only portion of the Pacific 


coast where the output of salmon last year 
exceeded that of the year preceding, the 
figures being 1,120,000 cases, valued at $3,850, - 
000 in 1899, as against 1,602,000 cases, valued 
at $6,219,000, in 1900. 


A. D. Harland, special agent of the Treas- 


ury department, who spent last season in 
Alaska as inspector of canneries, and passed 
through Seattle a few days ago on his way [| 
north, said in regard to the industry:

Winter wheat harvest has advanced under 
| favorable conditions during the week, and is 

now in progress in the northern part of the 
central and western districts of the winter 
wheat belt, with generally satisfactory re- 


gan and portions of Pennsylvania and New 
York fly has caused deterioration and lu- 
creased reports of rust are received from Ohio 
and Virginia. In the Carolinas grain in shock 
has suffered some injury from moisture. In 
California harvest is progressing ſn all sec- 
tions. In Oregon and Washington the pros- 
pects continue favorable and wheat is ripen- 
ing in the first named State. 

The spring wheat region has experienced 
favorable weather conditions and the outlook 
for spring wheat is now most encouraging, 
although in northern Minnesota some fears 
of lodging are entertained. The crop is now 
heading over the southern portion of th 
spring wheat region. 

In the Ohio Valley and Middle Atlantic 
States the oat crop has made favorable 
progress, and is generally improved in the 
States of the upper Mississippi and upper 
Missouri Valleys. — 

The general outlook for hay is satisfactory 
except in portions of the Ohlo, central Mis- 
sissippi, and lower Missouri Valleys, where 
it is not as good as usual. Haying is now in 
progress in the more northerly sections. : 


Cotton, Tobacco, and Apples. 

In the central portions of the cotton belt 
cotton has continued to improve. In the 
Carolinas and Florida the crop is grassy, but 
has received much needed cultivation in 
Georgia. In South Carolina, however, a 
slight improvement is reported, but in both 
the Carolinas and Florida the condition of 
the crop is not promising, some fields in 
South Carolina having been abandoned. 
Over the northern portion of the western dis- 
tricts cotton has made rapid growth, and 
while holding out well in Louisiana and 
| Texas, it would be greatly benefited by 
rains. Some picking has been done in south- 
ern Texas. 

In the principal tobacco States tobacco is 
growing well and the stands are good. 
Transplanting is now about finished in the 
more northerly sections and cutting has be- 
| gun in South Carolina. 

The reports respecting apples are some- 
what more encouraging in Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, and Kansas, but in. the other im- 
portant apple States the outlook is less 
promising and dropping continues to be ex- 
tensively reported.

New York, Ithaca—Wheat good except in 
reason of Hessian fly is reported; haying be- 
gun, large crop; small fruit abundant, but 
other fruit less promising; apples light.

Texas, Galveston— Cotton, while not suffer - 
ing. would de greatly improved by rain 
boll weevil continues ravages in some locali- 
ties, early cotton in extreme south portion 
opening, some picking; wheat and oat 
thrashing progressing rapidly. 

Missourt, Columbia—Corn holding its own, 
but must have rain soon; some damage by 
chinch bug in the southwest; wheat nearly 
all harvested; yield and quality good; some 
oats cut; apples still dropping. | 

Illinois, Springfield—Continued: warm and 
showery weather improved crop conditions; 
wheat harvest in progress, yield good in 
many localities and poor in others; corn mak- 
ing rapid growth, but still rather small; hay 
and oats improved, bit yield will be be below 
average; broom corn, stock peas, potatoes, 
pastures, and gardens doing well; fruit pros- 
pects generaly good, though apples are not 
so promising. 

Indiana, Indianapolis—Warm weather and 
frequent rains beneficial; storms injurious in 
localities; wheat and rye harvest begun in 
south portion, heads well filled, promising 
good yield; fair.hay crop being housed; clo- 
ver cutting finished; oats heading; potatoes 
blooming; corn and tobacco growing well, 
corn small but good color; fruit abundant, 
except pears; apples dropping freely, but 
many remain on trees. 25 

Michigan, Lansing— Week generally favor- 
able for crop growth; corn shows marked im- 
provement; oats healthy but short; wheat 
continues to crinkle and fafl; sugar beets 
generally promising; beans germinating fine- 
ly and making good stand; apples not setting 
well; potatoes in fine condition; clover hay- 
ing begun.

COUNTRY OUTINGS FOR CHILDREN. 

It is a fact as indisputable as it is serious 
that for the majority of school children the 
city is not a fit place to live in during the long 
summer vacation.- For that majority the 
period named is largely one of suspended 
development. Surroundings are depressing, 
opportunities for wholesome play and ad- 
venture are mager, and the stimulus and 
progress of school life are interrupted. ee. 
Last summer three vacation schools rev 
lieved this situation for 1,857 children and 
six vacation playgrounds for a somewhat. 
larger number. Then there were the séttle- 
ment playgrounds, the picnic parties to the 
parks—all distant from the abodes of the 
children in question—the one week or two 
weeks “in the country for three or four 
thousand children at holiday homes and 
camps and at farms, and the indefinite num- 
ber of cases in which children were taken 
by relatives or friends for a longer or shorter 
sojourn out of town. Obviously these in- 
stances when taken together but imperfect- 
ly answer for the summer needs of Chicago’s 
250,000 public school children. Still they 
make up a total of great value. 

In the benefits actually realized therefrom 
the most satisfactory of all these outings are 


farms. The period in such cases is sufi- 
ciently extended to count in building up the 
child, and the life is not only novel and 
wholesome, but it is apt to prove especially 
interesting and educational, A first visit 
on a farm, for example, puts a new con- 
struction upon many important facts in the 
city child’s daily liteathome. He no longer 
supposes that milk originates in the milk 
shop and cabbages in the green grocer’s 
store. Productive processes in towns are 
isolated in factories, away from the curious 
eyes and eager hands of children—until their 
turn comes to isolate themselves with one 
of these processes.

But no civilized country, 
not even the South American republics, 


where homicide plays so great a role in 


politics, can show so long a list of eminent 
statesmen murdered as Japan, and in addi- 
tion to those who lost their lives there have 
been a number more who only escaped their 


> would-be slayers with terrible injuries, as, 


for instance, Count Okuma, who is com- 
pelled to move about on crutches owing to 
his having had one of his legs shattered by 
an explosive bomb hurled at his carriage. 
Public office in Japan, indeed, is attended by 
still greater risk than even in the Balkans, 
where, for instance, the late Prime Minister 
of Bulgaria, Stephen Stambuloff, was wont 
to receive visitors with a loaded rifle and a 
douple of loaded revolvers lying ready for 


‘ instant use on his desk before him. 


It is impossible to refrain from the opinion 
that this condition of affairs in Japan is due 
to the fact that the moral progress of the 
people has not kept pace with the enlighten- 
ment and civilization of the Japanese peo- 
ple im other matters. The present genera- 
tion of Japanese find that the Buddhist and 
the Shintoist faith of their ancestors are 
altogether out of keeping and incompatible 
with the European teachings that have con- 


stituted the keynote and main feature of | 


their altogether Western education. At the 
same time they are disinclined to accept 
the trammels of Christian belief, which con- 


| stitutes the basis of Western civilization, 


and owing to this their civilization can only 
be considered as superficial and as a veneer, 
while it places them in the position of being 
a people that is virtually without any kind 
of religious belief. They have abandoned 
their ancestral faith with the moral re- 
straints which it imposed, and they have de- 
clined to accept anything in its place. The 
consequence is that it is the new code of 
laws alone—by no means perfectly under- 
stood—that constitutes the sole restraint and 
guide, without the indispensable cotpera- 
tion of any religious principles, teachings, 


and obligations. 

That is one of the reasons why assassina- 
tion of statesmen plays still so great a role 
in Japan, and why Viscount Katsura, the 
victorious General of the first war which 
Japan waged upon China, deserves some 
credit for his courage in accepting the 
Premiership. His advent to power, by the 
bye, bodes ill for the prospects of peace 
between Japan and Russia. For, as the 
conqueror of Manchuria, he cannot forget 
that his country was forced to abandon all 
the fruits of his brilliant victories at Kang- 
wa-sal, at Tai-Ping, and at New-Chwang by 
the pressure and intrigues of that very Rus- 
sia who y, in defiance of her solemn 
pledges to the other allied powers in China, 
has secured control of Manchuria. Z 


The birth, by the bye, of a son and heir to 
the Crown Prince of Japan assures the suc- 
cession to a throne which has been occupied 
by an unbroken line of sovereigns for five 
and twenty centuries. It is true that the 
succession has in many cases been secured 
by what may be described in polite language 
as recourse to extra-marital relations. The 
nation and the imperial family, however, 
were quite content that the crown should 
descend through a son of the Emperor, 
though the Empress might not be the child’s 
mother. This is true of the present Mikado, 
who is the son of the late Emperor not by 
his legitimate consort but by one of the 
women of his harem, and it is likewise true 
of the present Crown Prince, whose mother 
is a harem woman, the present Empress 
being childless. | 

In fact, the recently born son of the Crown 
Prince, if he lives to succeed to the throne, 
will be the first of a long line of Mikados 


‘to be legitimate from a European point of 


view, and it is a matter of satisfaction to all 
thoughtful and up-to-date Japanese that the 
infant Prince should have been born in wed- 
lock. They appreciate the fact that harems 
are not in keeping with the precepts of 
Western . civilization and are a feature of 
Oriental life which savors of barbarism, and | 
which must always tend to lower their im- 
perial house in the eyes of Western nations 
and to prevent its being treated on a footing 
of equality by the sovereign houses of Eu- 
rope. 


‘ 

When, in 1898, a special bureau was organ- 
ized under the presidency of the Marquis 
Ito to compile a code of laws for regulating 
the affairs of the reigning family, a hope 
was generally entertained that the new 
regulations would contain some provision 
calculated to remedy this harem feature of 
Japanese court life by which the imperial 
family loses caste in Occidental eyes. Un- 
fortunately at the time the existing reign 
seemed particularly ill-adapted for such re- 
forms. The Emperor has had thirteen chil- 
dren in all—eight daughters and five sons— 
none of them by the Empress, but all by 
different harem women. Of the eight daugh- 
ters three survive, while of the sons all died 
within a few months of their birth, except 
the Crown Prince, now in his 22d year, and 
who, after a childhood of extreme delicacy, 


‘conveys the impression by his appearance 


of a frail constitution, deficient in robust- 
ness and vitality. Perhaps now that an 
heir to the throne has been born in wed- 
lock those reforms contemplated by the 
Marquis Ito’s commission three years ago 
may soon be instituted, and the stigma of 


harem life removed from the imperial court 


of Japan. 

From a purely dynastic point of view, how- 
ever, this practice of the imperial house of 
Japan to secure through extra-marital rela- 
tions a succession in the male line direct to 
the throne certainly has its advantages, for 
the Japanese reigning family is the only 
one in existence that can show a direct de- 
scent from father to son through an unin- 
terrupted period of 2,500 years—that is to 
say, since 600 years before the birth of 
Christ. There are few reigning houses in 
Europe that can show any lineage of this 
kind—that is to say, in the male line direct— 
for even 500 years, let alone 2,500 years. 


Indeed, there is hardly a single royal house 


now reigning that is not compelled to seek its 
descent through the female line. The Eng- 
lish reigning family has since the days of 
Willidm the Conqueror repeatedly been com- 
pelled to rely exclusively upon its Princesses 
to provide for the continuity of the dynasty, 
King Edward having inherited his throne 
not from his father but from his mother, and 
being indebted, too, for his crown to the 
fact that he is descended from one of the 
daughters of King James I. Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria, too, is only de- 
scended from the Hapsburgs on the 

side, the Hapsburgs having, strictly speak- 
ing, become extinct in the male line with the 
death of the father of Dmpress Marie Therese 
more than 150 years ago. 7
